CONDITION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  present  this  report  to  the  citizens 
of  Sandown.  The  progress  has  been  steady,  if  it  has  not 
always  been  as  rapid  as  it  miofht  have  been.  Irregularity  in 
attendance  is,  and  always  has  beeu  a  great  drawback  hi  our 
schools.  Parents  blame  the  teachers  manv  times  when  the 
fault  is  entirely  their  own. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  our  choice  of  teachers  as 
all  have  been  earnest  and  conscientious  in  their  work. 

No.  1. 

Miss  Francis  Heatli  has  had  charge  of  this  school  for  sev- 
eral terms.  A  perfect  understanding  seemed  to  exist  between 
teacher  and  scholars,  and  the  result  was  thorough  work  and 
good  discipline. 

No.  2. 

This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Grace  Rowell  with  much 
greater  success  than  was  expected,  as  the  teacher  in  this  district 
is  nearly  always  subjected  to  severe  criticism  on  the  part  of 
the  parents,  who  seem  to  forget  that  children  are  not  alwavs 
perfect  when  in  the  schoolroom. 

No.  3  and  4. 

These  schools  combined  were  unfortunate  in  being  obliged 
to  change  teachers,  but  fortunate    in  securing    the  services    of

those  giving  such  good  satisfaction.  The  Spring  term  was 
taught  by  Miss  Eunice  S.  Grace,  who  had  had  charge  of  the 
school  the  previous  year,  but  being  offered  a  better  situation 
accepted  it.  The  next  term  was  kept  by  Miss  Mabel  D. 
Rogers,  a  graduate  of  Pinkerton  Academy.  We  were  very 
sorry  to  lose  her,  but  her  place  was  filled  for  the  Winter  term 
by  Miss  Lenora  F.  Bartlett,  with  credit  to  herself  and  benefit 
to  the  school.
